The cop*ionuance 
of a paper legal-tender is, as the Secretary 
states, a barrier to the use of gold and silver, 
and it will of neceasity remain so. To take

injoriously the relations of debtor aud creditor, 
would not depreciate the value of the currency. 
and would enable the business of tle 
country to at once assume «4 per sa- 
nent basis. The second recommendation, mat 
the Secretary of the Treasury be authoriz sd to 
fund the greeubacks at the rate of $2,000,000 a 
month, is but another form of Tun Canucaco 
Taipune’s proposition to bave them f' mded at 
the option of the holders. The retirement of 
$2,000,000 of currency a month wo ald make a 
very slow process, and there is darsger that, as 
the greenbacks would be legal-teu ders only for 
oid debts, they would decline in value; but the 
proposition itself to fund the g seenbacks in long 
bonds at a low rate of interes’;is a natural con- 
sequence of the adoption of ‘che first proposition. 
The amount of monthly fu adings can easily be 
increased as time sugges’m and the demand of 
the holders of greenbac'ss become more urgent.

THE LOUISIANA FIZZLE.

Wasurxotox, D. C., Dec. 7.—Holman, of In- 
dane, the moderate Democrat who really se- 
cured the defeat of Fercando Wood yesterday in 
the Lousiana case, said to-day that if the radi- 
cl Democrats attempted to enter upon such a 
policy, the Democracy in the House would soon 
be disorgavized.

DRAWING FOR SEATS. 

The drawing of seats im the House was at- 
tended with the usual incidents, bat the cere- 
mony was preceded by an act of discourtesy to 
the Presidential office which has probably never 
before been witnessed in the American Con- 
grees. A secretary of the President was in 
waiting at the door of the House with the mes- 
nage, and his presence was announced, but, con- 
trary to all precedeot, the House refused to then 
receive the message, cries being beard from 
the Democratic side, “Go on with 
the drawing.” The formality is the 
same in every Congress. The method 
is prescribed by the rules, The 
floor is cleared, all the seats are vacated, and 
the members stand in the lobby at the rear of 
the seats until their names are drawn. The 
pames, printed on sti pieces of card-board, are 
placed in a ballot-box, and the Clerk of the 
House draws from the box one name at a time 
until all are drawo. As the name of each mem- 
ber is announced he steps forward and takes bis 
choice of any seats that are vacant. Having 
once made his choice, the rules require bim to 
keep his seat until the drawing has ended. 
Two hours were required to-day to seat ths 
members. : 

A FOOL FOR LUCK. 

It happened, as it always does, that some of 
the most unimportant and obscure men obtained 
the first choice, while some of the leaders of the 
House on both sides found little to hope for at 
the bottom of Paodora’s box. Judge Kelley, 
who has become the Dean of the House, was by 
immemorial usage permitted to take his first 
choice, He chose the old seat of Dawes, who 
was leader as well as Dean of the 
House. Alexander Stephens was permitted to 
have a seat reserved. Whitehouse, of New York, 
was the first name drawn from the box. Bill 
King was the sixth called, and took bis seat as if 
he meant to keep it. The announcement of bis 
name excited merriment. The New Englaod 
members, by a freak of fortune, were nearly all 
drawn toget ger. and among the first. The Mor- 
moa Elder, Cannon, secured an early call, aod 
was not rm modest as last year. He tooxa 
prominent seat in the centre aisle. Haroldson, 
of Alabrima, a negro, secured a place adjoining 
the sears of Hoar, Wheeler, aud Seelye, the 
Liberal, New England Professor. Fernando 
Wood, driven from the Democratic side, took 8 
seat mong the Republicans within three seats 
of t As negro.

W aere be earned his laurels last winter. Blaine 
ft Kelley's old seat, a commanding position 

ora leader. The IIlinois members were quite 
unfortunate. aud were scattered all about the 
House. Fort was the most successful, seour- 
ing a front seat. 

THE MOUSE COMMITTEES. 

The House adjourned over until Friday, and 
may then adjou:n over until Tuesday without 
transacting any business, in order to allow Mr. 
Kerr to make up the Committees. Kerr says 
that it is utterly impossible for him to arrange 
the Committees while Congress site. He wil 
invite the different State Democratic delegations 
to present the names of gentiemen in their 
respective delegations whom they consider en- 
titied to Chairmanships, but it is not understood 
that he proposes in so far to abdicate the 
Speakersbip as to agree to accept the persons 
thus recommended.

_ ‘THE ADVENT OF CONGRESSMEN. 

A desire to participate in their caucus brought 
ali the Democrats here on or before yesterday ; 
and to-day the incoming trains, like the Trojan 
horse of old, are disgorgiug dozens of Re- 
publicans, The smiling botel-keepers are find- 
ing guests for their newly-painted rooms; while 
toc more frugai citizens are moving their per- 
sonal effects into garrets and basements, where 
they hope to hibernate, leaving their best rooms 
vacant for the occupation of lodgers.

He 
came via Louisville, Wheeling, and Baitimore : 
and, in narratiog the events of the journey, be 
used to repeat a number of the quaint sayings 
aod good stories of David t. who was 
then also an M. C., and who had just published 
a book at Philadelohia which an experienced 
writer bad prepared for him. 

THE ORGANIZATION OF THE HOUSE. 

Clerk McPherson will not probably have much 
difficulty in organizing the House, as the law is 
very clear and mandatory. Formerly there were 
often squabbies, more or less prolonged, prior 
to the election of Speaker. The most notable 
ove was in December, 1839, when Hugh A. Gar- 
land, who was Clerk, refused to call the names 
of certain members-elect from New Jersey. Day 
after day did the Representatives elect wrangle 
over what was to be done, until, on the fourth 
day, John Quincy Adams rose, and asked the 
House if they would permit the mere Clerk of 
their creation, whose existence depended upon 
their will, to usurp the throne and to set the 
Representatives of the people at detiance. 
Having excited the evtbusiasm of the House, 
he called upon the members to imitate the ex- 
ample of the Virginia House of Burgesses, 
which, when the Roval Governor ordered it to 
disperse, refused to opey the insulting and 
imperious summons. fore the cheers 
which greeted this assertion bad died 
away, Mr. Rhett, of South Carolina, mounted his 
desk, and shouted: I move that John Quincy 
Adams take the Chair and preside until the 
House be organized! The motion was adopted 
by acclamation ; and Mr. Adams, haviog gotten 
the House out of its entangiement, ded un- 
til R. M. T. Hunter was elected as er. de- 
feating John Bell, of Tennessee. Mr. Rhett, by 
the way, was an own cousin of Mr. Adams. His 
name was Smith, but he and his brothers changed 
it to Ruett aboat 1836, when they removed from 
North Carolina to Beaufort, 8. C. Their father’s 
sister, Abigail Smita, was the mother of John 
Quincy Adams. 

THE BUTLER BLOCK. ‘ 

Among the additions to the Metropolis since 
the adjournment last spring. is a massive block 
—direetiy south of the Capitol—erecved by Gen. 
Beo Butler, of granite from bis Cape Ann quar- 
ries. Ibero are three large houses in the block. 
That one which is the most distant from the 
Capitol is leased for ten years to the Coast-Sur- 
vey Bureau at a round price. Had the Massa- 
ehusetts people re-elected Geo. Ben to the House. 
and bad the Mississippi e re-elected his 
son-in-law, Gov. Ames, to theSenate, the General 
would bave occupied the house nearest the 
Capitol. and the Governor the middle tenement. 
But politics is uncertain; so the General has 
moved into the middle house, aud he thought 
that he had rented the other to Senator Jones, 
of Nevada, although the Senator’s friends de- 
clare that he did not clinch the bargain. 

This Butler block occupies the site of a house 
built by Thomas Law, a brother of Lord Eilen- 
borough, who amassed a fortune in India, and 
came here to escape being called as a witness ia 
the trial of Warren oe. Visiting Mt. Ver- 
non, he fell in love with Miss Oustis, a grand- 
daughter of Mrs. Washington, and, to gam the 
good graces of G. W., he invested considerabie 
sums in lots in this city, which bad just been 
laid out. The marriage was nota happy one, 
and the investments of £100,000 did not realize 
$100,000 after bis death. It is 6 curious fact 
that, although Washington advised ail his 
friends to invest ia Federal City” lots, which 
ruined a number of them, he only pure 
two for himeeif. They are just north of the 
Capitol, and now belong to the Wilkes family. 

THE DOUGLAS HOUSES.

On the 
other band, she would bring to the task the 
moral tove, as well as the authority, of a highly 
civilized power. There is little time to lose, for, 
if the instrgents should win a few more victo- 
ries, they may refuse to accept any otoer terms 
short of complete independence, and that is a 
state for which they are not fit. What Herzego- 
vina and Bosnia need is the guidance of ‘a firm, 
enlightened Government, determined to put 
down the tyranny of the Mahomedan 
landlords, but equally resolved to pro- 
vent Obristian retaliation. What would 
follow Austrian intervention is highly 
uncertain, but it is clear that there could 
not be a return to Ottoman rule, for the evils of 
it are absolutely incur- ble. Proposals to let the 
Porte appoiwt a Chiistian Governor gre the 
vainest of delusions, since the root of the evil 
lues in the iucurabie fanaticism of the Mahome- 
dan governiug classes. who would certainiy not 
allow themselves to be fettered by a Christian 
ruler when they are Able to defy even Mahome- 
dan Pashas, Peace will be bronght by nothing 
short of the extinction of Turkish auchority, 
and it would be mere hypociisy to make the 
Porte believe anything else. Bat if the distarb- 
ed Provinces were once in the safe keeping of 
Austria, the Powers might tale a leisurely sur-

THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 
The public have been led to, expect that 
Presiden’; Grant’s message this year would 
be the ablest Executive document of all that 
he has prepared during his two terms. A 
careful reading of the message seems to jus- 
tify the expectation that has been made, and 
a pretense of serious disappointment in any 
quarter will be captious, partisan, and un- 
reasonable. It may be said in general terms 
that it takes a broad, comprehensive, nation- 
al, and statesmanlike view of the subjects it 
treats, and nowhere degenerates into the 
spirit of mere partyism. Its tone is es- 
sentially patriotic, without once abandoning 
that moderation which should characterize 
self-government, and the swelling pride of a 
review of a century’s progress unparalleled 
in the history of nations is tempered by a 
timely warning against the dangers that 
threaten the Republic. There has perhaps 
never been an epitome of our growth, and 
commercial, industrial, mining, and manu- 
facturing progress, which comprehended so 
much in a few words as the centemnial re- 
view with which the President has appro- 
priately introduced his seventh annnal mes- 
sage. 
First among the dangers against which he 
warns the people is that of the excessive pow- 
er that may be assumed ina popular govern- 
ment by the educated few over the unedu- 
cated masses, and he believes that the time 
has come when there should be national 
measures providing for a steady amd syste- 
matic eradication of that ignorance which be- 
trays the masses into the wiles of the dema- 
gogue or the oppression of the despot. In 
approaching this subject he has carefully 
avoided the expression of any ideas that can 
reasonably give offense to any class or sect, 
and there is not the slightest suggestion of an 
anti-Catholic movement, which had been 
foreshadowed by some of the Dem- 
ocratic newspapers. He commends to 
Congress the submission of a con- 
stitutional amendment to the States for 
ratification, which isan improvement upon 
that suggested in Mr. Buanmve’s recent letter, 
in that it requires the several States to estab- 
lish and maintain forever” free public 
schools adequate to the education of all. His 
suggestion further includes a prohibition of 
any limitation in these educational facilities 
as to sex, color, birthplace, or religion ; for- 
bids the teaching of religious, atheistic, or 
Pagan ideas (which evidently means the ex- 
clusion of Bibl ing and dogmatic tench- 
ings); and, y, prohibits the granting of 
any school-fand or school-taxes by legislative, 
municipal, or other authority, for the benefit 
of any other object whatever than that for 

ich the fund is raised. There seems to be 
nothing lacking in this suggestion, and it will 
be a boon to the country if the Democratic 


property that estapes taxrition on this ac- 
count; and the ratio of ircrease in the past 
warrants the conclusion thst, in 1900, it will 
amount to the enormous sum of $3,000,- 
000,000 (three billions). The President 1s 
right when he says that the tax-payers will 
not acquiesce in the exemption of this 
amount of ‘‘ sectarian” property from all the 
burdens while enjoying all the protection and 
benefit of Government. He suggests the 
taxation of all property equally, whether 
church or corporation, except perhaps ceme- 
teries and. church-edifices ; but, as the former 
are often private enterprises and the latter 
sometimes have rents aside from their 
uses for churches, the expediency of these 
restrictions is very doulstful. The only way, 
of course, in which Congress can take action 
ir, the matter is to subanit an amendment to 
‘the Constitution, to be ratified by the States, 


as in the matter of free and non-sec tarian 
schools. ; 

Tut President assurés.the country of the 
peaceful and satisfactory footing of our for- 
eign relations in general. Several minor 
complications have been settled peacefully 
during the past year. ‘The Court of Alabama 
Claims is making good, progress in the equita- 
ble distribution of England's payment of 
$15,000,000. Spain paid the indemnity of 
$80,000 on account of the Virginius 
claims before it became due, and this sum 
will be distributed for the relief of 
the families of tly, unfortunate men who met 
their death. Tbe reciprocity treaty with the 
Hawaiian Island.s needs legislation to carry it 
into practical working. The troubles on the 
Mexican border are still the subject of con- 
sideration of the Joint Commission, and the 
President sivaply reminds Congress that the 
Free Zone, still in existence, is a source of 
loss to the customs and American trade. 

The Ou ban question is treated at great 
length anil with studious care. Its conclu- 
sions are that the United States cannot now 
recognize the Cubans as belligerents with 
reasonable conformity to the general laws 
governing such a recognition, because the 
Cubans are not a political entity, able to 
maintain foreign relations and protect its 
own contracts against the interference of 
the power which claims the right of 
dominion. Such a recognition at this time, 
the President thinks, would inspire a delu- 
sive hope in the minds of the Cubans, 
and bring upon the United States compli- 
cations of the most serious nature, without 
affording any material change in the situa- 
tion. At the same time, he deprecates in the 
strongest terms the continued desolation, 
pillage, and cruelties, which call for the con- 
demnation of the whole civilized world, and 
deplores the inroads that have been made 
upon commerce by reason of this con- 
tinued warfare, in which the United 
States has been the principal sufferer. He 
sees only the single alternative of media- 
tion or intervention as likely to be of any 
assistance in bringing the struggle to an end, 
but is not yet prepared to recommend either. 
He seems partly to expect that Spain will 
soon accept the United States’ proffer of 
mediation which was made and rejected in 
the earlier stages of the rebellion, and 
partly that proposals may come from 
other nations for a common interven- 
tion. The President evidently awaits 
the full text of Spain’s reply to his 
recent diplomatic note as a means to help 
him determine what course he shall definitely 
recommend, and he promises another com- 
munication on the subject when this shall 
have come. It is evident that he will abide 
either by the present policy of holding aloof, 
or recommend such an intervention as will be 
swift and summary in its results. 

The President’s utterances upon the cur- 
rency have the same clear and bold ring as 
those of the past. He exhorts Congress to 
stand steadfast by the promise to resume in 
1879, and begs it to begin its preparations at 
once to that end. He recommends that the 
Legal-Tender act shall be repealed as to all 
debts contracted after a certain date to be 
mentioned in the repeal act, but not later 
than Jan. 1, 1877. He also suggests that the 
Secretary of the Treasury be authorized to re- 
deem $2,000,000 of legal-tender notes monthly 
with a long-term gold bond bearing 3.65 per 
cent interest, and the denominations ranging 
from $50 to $1,000. His third recommenda- 
tion is that arrangements be made for the 
greater accumulation of gold for resumption 
purposes by increasing the revenue and cur- 
tailing the expenses. The former can best be 
attained, as he suggests, by the restoration of 
the duty on tea and coffee, which would prob- 
ably bring in a revenue of $18,000,000 annual- 
ly. Such a restoration, too,—we are glad to 
notice it has occurred to the President,—would 
enable the repeal of duties that are now main- 
tained simply to givg home manufacturers a 
premium at the cost of the consumers, but 
without contributing anything to the Govern- 
ment. Sound money and revenue reform are 
the salient features of the message. 

There are many other matters of interest 
which cannot be recapitulated here, and are 
second in importance only as compared with 
those we have noted. We shall have occasion 
to refer to them in the future; but, mean- 
while, we commend the faithful perusal of 
the message to all our readers, with the as- 
surance that they will be repaid by its dignity 
of tone, intelligence in expression, broadnesn 
of view, and thorongh appreciation of the 
live questions of the day. 


LAMAR ON CONSTITUTIONAL PROTECTION. 

From the prominence which the Hon. L. Q. 
C. Lamaz, of Mississippi, has assumed al- 
ready in the House, having been elected 
Chairman of the Democratic caucus and taken 
the lead in the first flurry of debate, it is clear 
that he is to be looked upon as the leader of 
the Southern Democrats in the House, As 
such his words are not to be lightly passed 
over. He speaks, orshould speak, with au- 
thority, and, beneath his glib and rather head- 
long rhetoric, we are warranted in looking 
for the real import of his language as affect- 
ing Democratic policies. For this reason we 
return once more to the speech which he de- 
livered in the Democratic caucus on Satur- 
day last. -We are warranted in assuming that 
that speech foreshadowed the platform of 
the Democrats in the House, and as such his 
enunciations should have been clear and un- 
mistakable. There is one part of his speech, 
however, which is not altogether intelligible. 
We refer to his declaration that it will be 
the grandest inspiration and crowning glory ” 
of the Democratic party to make the Consti- 
tution the protector of every section and 
of every State in the Union, and of every 
human being, of race, color, and con- 
dition, in the land.” This declaration is so 


born in 1828 to the day Mr. Lamar delivered 
himself of this jingling piece of rhetoric in 
1875, has been the oppressor of the people of 
African descent in every section of this coun- 
try. It reduced the black man to slavery, 
and degraded him to the level of the beast of 
burden. It kept him in that position until 
he was released “by the force of Republicans 
in arms. It encouraged the slave trade. It 
hunted him, scourged him, plundered, rob- 
bed, and murdered hin with impunity, be- 
cause it passed laws, and interpreted laws, so 
that no obstacle stood in the way of its in- 
justice and inhumanity. It stripped him of 
every vestige of human right. It took the 
proceeds of his labor from him by force. It 
bought and sold his body like a chattel. It 
denied him all education. It did not 
even recognize him as a man. It 
plunged the country into the horrors 
of an awful civil war, and sought 
to destroy the National Government in order 
that it might perpetuate this infamous, and 
unholy, and cruel system of human bondage. 
Its efforts did not cease with the defeat of 
the South and the emancipation of the black 
man from Democratic bondage. It has stead- 
ily opposed every measure instituted by the 
Republicans to secure the negro in his sim- 
ple rights. It has attempted, in the South, to 
take away his right of suffrage, to prevent his 
education, and to strip him of all rights in 
property. It has organized its followers into 
banditti, and White Leagues, and Ku-Klux 
Klans, which have hunted and murdered 
him, and established a reign of terror in 
many of the Southem States. The Repub- 
lican Administration has had to pass new 
and more stringent measures to protect the 
life and liberties of the colored race. The 
army has had to be called on mgore than once 
to save, and the Executive arm has been fre- 
quently interposed in their behalf. 

In view of these relations of the Demo- 
cratic party to the colored race, which are 
not only traditions of the past but facts of 
to-day, people will look upon this pretty sen- 
timent as very obscure and unsatisfactory. 
Does Mr. Lamar speak for the Democratic 
party, or only for himself? Is his constitu- 
tional proposition only one of those glitter- 
ing generalities which are apt to be evolved 
by such ready and rapid talkers as he, or is 
it a declaration of a new policy just coined 
for currency among the Democrats? If Mr. 
Lamas was speaking for the Democratic par- 
ty, then he was speaking against its policy 
and its precedents. If he was speaking for 
himself, then how are we to understand his 
effort, two days after his speech was de- 
livered, to reopen the Louisiana question 
in the interests of the very banditti and 
White-Leaguers who have been, and are now, 
bent upon stripping the negro of his newly- 
acquired rights? His action on Monday 
throws doubt upon the sincerity of his words 
on Saturday. Heisinafog. There is need of 
catechising by some astute questioner, that 
we may know what he really means, and find 
out whether it be really true that the Demo- 
cratic party has experienced a radical change 
of heart, and will hereafter protect the negro 
in his rights. 


THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 
The annual report of the Secretary of 
War, which was printed in the last issue of 
Tue Trisvune, contains some matters of more 
than ordinary interest, and, as the report is 
almost as large as the army itself, a brief 
summary will be more likely to entertain the 
reader than the original document. The army 
is now reduced to 25,000 men, which is be- 
lieved to be ample security in time of peace. 
As the number of re-enlistments has in- 
creased threefold, and the desertions have 
been very materially reduced, the standard of 
the army is better kept up than ever before. 
During the past year 102 signal stations have 
been maintained, and over 87 per cent of the 
predictions of meteoric changes have been 
verified. The Secretary in this connection an 
nounces that in compliance with a recommend- 
ation of Old Probabilities, he shall present a 
plan for the establishment of the Signal Ser- 
vice as one of the bureaus of the 
War Department. He also speaks enthusi- 
astically of the use of torpedoes for harbor 
defenses, and urges that the battalion of En- 
gineers, which was reduced to 200 men under 
the law of 1874, should be increased to 500 
men, with special reference to the effective- 
ness of the torpedo service. The construc- 
tion of permanent jetties at the mouth of the 
Mississippi River is making satisfactory 
progress. The surveys have been made, and 
the provisional works for the construction of 
the east jetty have already been extended 
1,000 feet. The estimates of the Chief of En- 
gineers for fortifications, surveys, and river 
and harbor improvements, foot up $17,298,- 
874, and an increase of appropriations for 
arming and equipping the militia is asked for, 
the organized militia now numbering 84,724, 
and the unorganized, 3,701,977. The entire 
army has been supplied with new rifles and 
carbines, and there is in store a reserved sup- 
ply of these arms of 26,000, which at the end 
of the fiseal year may reach 40,000, or enough 
to supply one ‘army corps, which he thinks 
should be still further increased, as well as 
the heavy armament for sea-coast defense. 
The reports of the Commanding Generals of 
departments are briefly touched upon, but no 
suggestions are made beyond those which 
have already appeared in Tue Tsrevcne. 
Progress is reported in the collection of the 
official records of the War of the Rebellion 
and their printing, and assistance is asked of 
Congress in the devising of means for obtain- 
ing important official records now in the pos- 
session of private individuals. West Point is 
invested with a somewhat rosy tint. The 
new academic regulations have proved to be 
very effective, and the discipline of the corps 
of cadets has steadily improved, but 
the corps is not up to its maximum 
strength, owing to the large number of 
candidates who fail to pass examination,— 
showing defects in the elementary instruction 
of those appointed. The remaining recom- 
mendations are for an appropriation for sur- 
veys and opening of roads through the Yel- 
lowstone Park and an increase of the appro- 
priation for the representation of the War 
Department in the Centennial Exhibition. 
The chief feature of interest in the report 
is the expense account, which is represented 
by the following figures: Expenditures of 
the Department for the year ending June, 
1874, $42,326,314 ; for the year ending June, 
1875, $41,277,375; decrease, $1,048,939. 
Estimates for the military establishment for 
the year ending June, 1877, $33,452,396 ; for 
the year ending June, 1876, $32,488,969, be- 
ing an increase of $963,427. The actual 


benefit of Rock Island $659, 200 ; 
Benecia Arsenal, $138,018. to this is 
added the naval estimate of $22,792,426, 
people will be surprised to find that, with an 
army of 25,000 men anda navy of 147 ves- 
sels, the most of which are of no value for 
either cruising or fighting purposes, these 
departments will require in a time of absolute 
peace the immense sum of $73,543,696. 
The army itself, which averages only about 
half the strength of an army corps, and 
which has. no other work on hand than 


to keep a few straggling bands of Indians 


under subjection, will cost, aceording to 
the estimates, over $33,000,000, while the 
German standing army of 400,000 men, which 
is much better clothed, equipped, armed, and 
maintained than ours, costs but $100,000,000, 
including the very long and expensive annual 
peace campaigning. Our army, therefore, 
although but a skeleton, is a very expensive 
one, and it adds to the hopelessness of the 


situation that in every branch of the military’ 


service, and in every branch of the service of 
the War Department, the Secretary has asked 
for an increase of appropriations, as well as for 
an increase of men, munitions, arsenals, 
fortifications, ete., while the Secretary of the 
Navy has, it has been stated, already spent 
more than his estimate in putting the navy 
upon a war footing for some purpose not yet 
publicly developed. 


SECRETARY BRISTOW'S REPORT. 

We publish this report elsewhere in full, 
and give a summary of its salient points here. 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1875, 
the total receipts of the Government of the 
United States were $288,000,051, and the total 
expenditures $274,623,392. These figures 
are an eloquent testimonial to the foresight 
and economy of Mr. Bristow, for the income 
is more than $3,500,000 above and the outgo 
more than $600,000 below his estimates. For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1876, he esti- 
mates a deficit of $3,285,000, which will have 
to be provided for. The appropriations are 
less by $29,000,000 than the estimated revenue, 
but the legal provision of the sinking fund will 
absorb $32,293,692. The Secretary explains 
that the law in relation to the sinking fund 
requires him, in his opinion, to consider the 
annual payment of 1 per cent of the national 
debt, with the acqumulation of compound in- 
terest, as a lien on the whole revenue from cus- 
toms, second only to the payment of interest. 
We have not been able to go as far as this. 

Mr. Batstow refers with becoming pleasure 
to the fact that $500,000,000 of 6 per cent 
bonds have been funded in 5s, and $5,000,000 
of annual interest thus saved to the people. 
In order to make the negotiation of 4} per 
cents easy, he recommends that they should 
be issued in thirty-year bonds, instead of 
being payable as the law now directs,—any 
time after the expiration of fifteen years. 
He is right in this view of the matter. 

The nub of the document is, of course, the 
part relating to the resumption of specie-pay- 
ments. This rings as true and clear as the 
gold and silver which the Secretary rightly 
calls the only actual money of the world 
and of the Constitution.” In order to insure 
resumption by the day fixed by law,—Jan. 1, 
1879,—Mr. Bristow asks Congress to give him 
the power to fund the legal-tenders into 4 
per cent bonds, running a long time, at the 
rate of $2,000,000 per month. This is states- 
manlike and sagacious. Taz Tao has 
advocated such a course in general terms. 

The more important topics touched upon 
in the remainder of the report are the Na- 
tional Banks, the coinage, the tariff, internal 
revenue, exports and imports, ete. While 
the Secretary cautiously abstains from an 
explicit declaration of free-trade principles, 
he states that the revenue can be ineseased 
by lowering some of the present duties, 
which are now so high that they invite smug- 
gling and undervaluation. He urges the in- 
fliction of the full penalties of the law upon 
all persons convicted of the criminal evasion 
of the whisky-tax, and so reiterates Grant's 
wise order, — Let no guilty man escape.” 

The report deserves to be read complete. 
The success of a civilized Government is 
mainly dependent upon the success of its 
financial policy, and this document shows 
that Benzamin H. Barstow is the right man 
in the right place. 


TRANSPORTATION AND COMMERCE. 

The American Board of Transportation and 
Commerce—formerly the Cheap Transporta- 
tion Association—is to meet in this city on 
the 15th, The venerable Jostam Qutncr is 
President. The Board is to continue in ses- 
sion three days. It is to be composed: of 
gentlemen appointed by the Governors of 
States, and delegates from Boards of Trade 
and other commercial bodies, and will doubt- 
less contain many men of ripe experience 
and extensive knowledge in regard to the 
subjects that will come before it. From 
the deliberations of such a body 
the public have a right to expect a 
great deal of most valuable information, 
and, though whatever conclusions may be 
reached can have no binding effect upon any- 
body, they will tend to inform and educate 
public opinion, and in due time they will 
doubtless be embodied in wholesome laws for 
the benefit of the entire country. 

The questions connected with the internal 
commerce of the country are so complicated ; 
the competition between the railway lines, 
and now the combination they have formed 
to force exorbitant rates upon the public; 
the discriminations they often make against 
or in favor of particular cities and districts ; 
the means to remedy the gross injustice 
they often practice; and a thousand 
other matters, all involve principles 
and call for the enactment of laws 
which may well tax the best abilities of the 
wisest economists and the ablest statesmen 
of the age. Ithas been asserted and widely 
believed that competition would secare to 
the people a reasonable freight and passenger 
tariff; but it has since transpired that a 
combination of even four great railway lines, 
each a thousand miles long, can be made and 
all competition in freights to the seaboard is 
therefore at at an end. But it has also trans- 
pired that the pooling of the earnings of 
these railways is to hold only on business 
derived from Chicago. Wheat is hauled 90 
miles from Milwaukee and thence taken to 
the seaboard at precisely the same 
that are charged from Chicago, and it is under- 
stood that there are no pooling arrangements 
on the produce shipped from most, if not all, 
the other eities of the West. It is plain that 
some means must be devised to force the 
railways to treat all cities and sections of the 
country alike and justly. Can this Board of 
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of one or two of the great practical questions 
that might be introduced, its labors would 
prove of inestimable value to the business 
and the prosperity of the country.

THE FIRST ROUND IN CONGRESS. 

The Bourbon element in the House of 
Representatives took the very first oppor- 
tunity of asserting itself in the most offensive 
manner. The appearance of an applicant 
for Morry’s seat from Louisiana with a cer- 
tificate from McEnzry, who has never been 
even the de facto Governor of the State, and 
has never had the recognition of the Courts 
or the General Government, was of itself a 
piece of Bourbon impertinence. But that 
such an application should have received the 
serious consideration of the House, the in- 
dorsement of the Democratic leaders North 
and South, like Fzrnanpo Woop and Laman, 
is a striking evidence of the purpose on the 
part of a large proportion of the Democratic 
majority to reopen all the old issues and to 
undo what has been done to the extent that 
they can prevail. This is a violation of the 
pledges upon which the Democrats secured a 
majority in the House, and a reassertion of 
all the objectionable doctrines that have kept 
the Democratic party out of power for six- 
teen years. If they could avail themselves 
of so flimsy a pretext as the presentation of 
a certificate from MaE war, of Louisiana, 
after KxLLod has been the actual Governor 
of the State for three years, in order to open 
the way for a general discussion of the whole 
subject, and eventually to violate the 
WHEELER compromise, there is little hope of 
a conservative treatment of issues more sub- 
stantial and important. Itis true that this 
effort to reopen the Louisiana question was 
temporarily defeated, but that result was due 
in part to the comparatively insignificant 
pretext, andin part to the quick and vigorous 
manner in which the programme was exposed 
by Messrs. Barve and WHEELER, 

There was enough in the first day’s debate 
in the House to show that there is a formida- 
ble element in the Democratic majority, 
with which its recognized leadérs are in sym- 
pathy, that intends to break down wherever 
it can the settlement of the most serious dis- 
putes growing out of reconstruction in the 
South. The attempt to reopen the Louisiana 
question was in the nature of a violation of 
contracts or the breaking of treaties,—the 
most serious offenses that can be committed 
by Government. These Louisiana troubles, 
after two years of bitter wrangling, which 
included local rebellion and _ bloodshed, 
were settled by a compromise which gave 
the Republicans the Governor and the Demo- 
crats the Legislature. This basis of settle- 
ment was reached after Congress had de- 
voted months to the consideration of 
the matter; after several Congressional 
Committees had visited Louisiana; after 
great. volumes of evidence had been 
taken; after thousands of-dollars of the public 
money had been expended. The fact that 
the advantages the Democrats gained in the 
compromise were fully accepted by the Re- 
publicans was proved when Mr. WHEELER 
indorsed it and abided by it after the Demo- 
crats had secured the Louisiana Legislature 
by their interpretation of the agreement. 
There was not the slightest provocation ner 
the slightest excuse for the Democratic effort 
at this late day to rip open the compromise, 
and there is no other construction to be put 
upon this effort than that of an intention on 
the part of the Democrats to conduot their 
debates and frame their legislation with ref- 
erence to the old partisan issues, and with no 
consideration for past legislation or past 
agreements. It seems that even Mr. Lamar, 
who was pointed at as the shining light of 
the Southern conservative feeling, lent 
himself to this scheme, and he has thereby 
deprived the country generally of any hope 
that he is thoroughly in sympathy with prog- 
ress and a representative man of the South. 
Neither is Lamar so liberal and progressive 
as he would have the country believe, nor 
are the other Southerners so liberal and pro- 
gressive as Laman. It will be well for all 
these Bourbons to recall that the elections of 
this last fall did not result in a manner ap- 
proving of Bourbonism, nor any Democratic 
scheme for overturning the legislation that 
grew out of the War and the reconstruction 
of the Southern States. They are sadly in

THE GREAT FLOODS IX ENGLAND, AND THE 
ASTROUS TIDES IN THE THAMES RIVER. 
n Telecraph, Nev. 17. 

Father Thames is gen rally che best behaved 
and most orderly of rive.s, as he is the richest, 
the busiest, and the must famous. Poets have 
sung his praises in all these respects, and we are 
accustomed to regard him—witb certain reserva- 
tions—as “though deep yet clear, though geu- 
tle yet not dull; strong without rage, without 
o’'erflowing fall.” Yet this emineatiy respect- 
able and thoroughly British stream has been 
conducting itself during the past two or ihree 
days in a manner waich would be thought vio- 
lent and unbtidled iu the capricioas Arao, the 
dangerous Garoone aod Rbone, the impetuous 
Raipge, the turbuient Po, or tae uugovern- 
able Tiber. Eighteen hundred yeas avo 
that last-named friver—which even now 
periodically de.uges the Roman envuous and 
causes widespread devastat.ou—overfiowed iis 
banks. and pruvoked Horace to write an ode of 
musical misery, describing the extraordinary 
state of ay prevailing. The drowned-ous 
citizens, be declared, were wooderiug whether 
the tlood of Deucalion was not coming pack uvon 
them, when the marine gods drove their seals 
and whales up from the ocean, aud pastured 
them upon the land.

Suddenly, while tue Thames Va ley was in this 
condition, with pent ap flood water pouring into 
it, aud everything tor mischief, the worst 
which could have befallen this usua iy weil-coc- 
ducted stream actually happened. A spring ide 
of exceptional heigat—dr.ven higher sti ! by tue 
nortbesst gales which bave beeu bowling, day 
and night, at the mouth vi the river—roiled up 
the Channel early om Monday morning, and, 
damming back the floods in the upper reaches, 
it formed a combived volume of salt and fiesh 
water which fairiy bioke bounds everywhere. 
rising over the banks from Gravesend up to 
Wandsworth and Putney, and indeed all along 
the tidal range. Occur ing at night, the firs: 
delage did a terrible amount of mischief, and 
wrought all sorts of trouble among the people 
liviug at the river levee. But another came up io 
the atternoon of Mouday, to complete tae work 
of devastauon, aud tvuose two extraordipary 
tides between them will probably bave caused 
more mise y. disease, and havoc, than ca: ever 
be fully estimated. Hundreds of poor famiiies 
were washed cot froin their abodes, their 
clothes aud furniture ruined, their goods aud 
provis ons spoiled; cel ars were flooded, and 
their coutents saturated past ali chance of sale;

Vevey, Nov. 12, 1875.—To the Editor ef the 
London Times: The Times of the Ilth 
of November contained an article giving an ac- 
count of a recent publication, issued at Zurich 
some days ago. 

Wisbivg to rectify 1mmediately some impor- 
tant errors which I meet in the aforesaid article, 
l canvot wait for the author's baving read him- 
self the brochure he talks about. In consequence, 
I beg to state in the most solemn way : 

1. Never since I had been called to the Paris 
Embassy had I uny convergation with Her Maj- 
est the Empress on matters either religious 
or political. Never has her Majesty given me 
the order to address her any letter or other 
communication. I never wrote to her; she 
never condeecended to write to me. I never 
had any opportunity of giving Her Majesty any 
information, directly or indirectiv. There has not 
been the slightest exchange of ideas abogt any 
question, which could posmbly be the subject of 
any conversation whatever, public or in private 
audience. I am perfectiy ignorant of the facts, 
real or imaginary, from which Prince Bismarck 
mav have drawn the copviction-which made him 
gay what he said to me about this subject. 

2 I never forwarded—to His Majesty the Em- 
porot and King, my august master, any report. 
lot ter. or ioformation, by any other channel than 
the Foreign Office. 

The illegal intiuence, contrary to the Constitu- 
tion of the Empire and obnoxious to its inter- 
ests, whiich the Chancellor complains of in bis 
dispatch of the 1%h of June, 1873, has never 
been. Never have I opposed knowingly the pol- 
ities of the Chancellor. 

Those who tried and try still in Berlin 
to spread the calumnies which I contra- 
dict here in the formal way are 
perhaps not conscious of their all but 
criminal levity. pay do not shrink from 
putting my vame together with the name of Her 
Majesty, and in order to accuse me they insult 
her. In accusing me of exercising an influence 
contrary to the Constitution and the welfare of 
the Emp re ther have the audacity to outrage 
the dignity of ube Sovereign, whose consent was

His Imperial Maje@tv may disdain in hie «1sdom 
to notice these rasu and reckless assertions. ler- 
heps even tbe scorn of the Sovereign ought to be 
guflicient to shelter bie subject. But if I were 
to let them pass in silence they would be trans- 
formed into legendas, never to be questioned 
hereafter; avd I should lay myself open to the 
reproach of having gi!orified myself by av imti- 
macy which never existed, and by an mfluenoe 
which i never had and never wished to acquire.

THE POPE'S ADDRESS TO FRENCH PILGRIMS. 

Panis, Nox. 19.—The Pope, on receiving the 
addresses of the Provencal acd Vendeau pilgrims 
on Sunday, dwelt ou the attempts to make Rome 
aguip Pagan, or at least wtidel, and went on to 
gay: 

The profanations I see every day iu this holy 
cCily, the capital of the Catholic world, are so 
great aud numerous. as also the s,ol.ations and 
the efforts made forthe corruption of youth, 
that henceforth there is no longer doubt as to 
the fixed design of destroying Catholicism in its 
centre. Yet the hypocrisy accompanying this 
incessant persecution is such that people want 
it to be believed in distant countries ‘that at 
Rome everything is order, peace, and tran- 
guiliity. While the sacrilegious hand touches all 
that 18 most dear and sacred to the Lord and his 
unworthy Vicar, while it spoils all Catholic in- 
stitutions in order to destioy them, people waht 
to have it thought that at Rome everything is 
proceeding with regularity, and, moderation is 
boasted of; bat that moderation disappears at 
last, when we see the Italian Revolution bend 
the knee before the most powerful persecutor of 
the Church, clearly showing by that act that the 
end contempiated be both persecutions is exactly | 
the same, though the meaus are partiy differ- 
ent.” 

After this allusion to the German Emperor's 
visit, the Pope warned those who attempted to 
erect Babylon on the ruins of what was most 
sacred, that God mizht be driven to renew 
against them the anatbemas aud maledictions 
uttered ages ago by Josuus against Jericho. He 
reterred to Vendee as renowned and constant to 
its holy principles. 

BRIEF TO ITALIAN CATHOLIC SUCIETIES. 

Romz, Nov. 19.—A brief addressed by the 
Pope to the Presidents of the Italian Catholic 
societies is published to-day. In it bis Holiness 
rejoices at the results of the Cathohe Con- 
gresses, whose programme concerning the par- 
ticipation of Cathohes in the administrative 
elections for the defense, bv legal means, of the 
rights of the Church. is in conformity with the 
wishes his Holiness has several times expressed.

THE CHICAGO & NORTHWESTERN. 
Albert Keep, of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Raiload, states that there ws not 
the least foundation for the report which came

A MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY. 
, New York Herald, vee, 3, 7 
About 9 0’clock on Wednesday night. as Officer 

John Raleigh, of the Franklin street force, was 

in Park street, near Centre, be heard loud cries 


and quarrelling ia che sixth story of the house 
No. 31 Par 
stairs to the rooms occupied by a laborer named 
Patrick Tuobey and bis wife. To his borror and 
amazement he saw Margaret Tuobey, the wife. 
lying on thé floor pearly in a nude state, and her 
body burned almost tos ceder, With much 
difficulty the wretched sufferer was restored to 
consciousness. She then told che officer tbat 
ber bueband returned Lome ubout 9 o'clock, 
much under the influence Of liquor. She was 


reparing his supper. and he qua: reled with her 


use a beeisjeak which she was coosing did 
not suit bis taste. 

The quarrei continued until the busband be- 
came furious. lu his rage be poured a can fail 
of kerosene oil over ber clothes, She screamed 
with terror aud prayed to him for God's sake not 
to approach ber with a light. Her supphcations 
were unheeded, aud the furious man said: By 
God, you shall die, you she devil” The oil got 
into her eyes so that she could not see to defend 
herself. He overcame ber struggles, and sp- 
plied a lighted matcb to her dress. ; 

Tue victim was instaptly envelo in flame. 
Her agonizing screams were f ul and soon 
aroused the other inmates of the house. When 
Officer Raleizh found ber Mrs. Tuohev present- 
ed a deploravie sight. Her arms, breasts, and 
bands were eruelly burned; large pieces 
of blackened and charred flesh hung from her 
body, and her face and stomach were borribly 
blackened and burned. What with the Vapor 
of the burning oii ard the smell of charred ha- 
man flesh, the stench of the room was fright- 
ful. No women were there. although the 
peighborbood had been alarmed by the now 
dying wife. The fire must have lasted about 
ten minutes. Ihe room in which Mré. Towhey 
lay was bare of decent furniture. The floor was 
upcarpeted, there was a miserable-looking bed, 
aod a few religious pictures bung on the walls, 
Tuobey stood speechiess over bis poor partner's 
body. The dying woman oceasionaily cast ber 
eyes upon her husband: ber looks, but not ber 
tongue, reproached him. She was removed to the 
hospital. where, about 2 0 clock yesterday worn- 
ing, death relieved ber fiom ber sufferings. The 
oficer arrested Tuober, and took him to the 
Sixth Piecinct Station. Yesterday he was up for 
preluninary examination. and sas committed to 
the Tombs, where be at present awaits bis trial. 
When Officer Raleigh said to luobey in his ruom. 
% Tou ate my prisoner, Tuches,“ be replied, 
with an oath, Lou don’t take me your pris- 
oner.”. The officer then took bim dewn-cteirs 
by force, and the neigbbois yetied out at him 
that ne was going where he ought to have been 
long ago, avd that banging was too good for 
him. He gave back curse foreurse. Several 
citizens offered as istance to Omeer Raleigh , but 
he declined it and gave Tuohey a rap or't se 
with his club over bis fingers while the prisoner 
was clinging to the banister. Ibe prisoner de- 
vied the charge against him and said he kuew 
nothing at ail about it. 

Ibe writer called yesterday at the Tombs 
prison andsaw Tuohey. ‘The prisoner showed 
no disinclination to talk about the horrible 
manner of his wife's death. He evinced s good 
deal of emotion, and appeared desirous to have 
it understood that before ber death his wife had 
excn/pated him fiom all blame. He said that 
the Coroner had been there to tell him so. 

Tue accused wife-burver stated yesterday that 
be and his late wife were eigbteev years married. 
She had borne him two e iidren, neither of 
whom are living. Durivg the last two vears the 
pait had lived at No. 31 Park street, where the 
dreadful event above derived took piace, and 
they bad alweys been * 4 together, except- 
ing when now aud then Tuohey “took a 
suo of drink.” 

Tuobey says thet his wife was very much ad- 
dicted to drink, aod, when she induiged io 
liquor, he, too, sometimes gave way to the temp- 
tation; so that both of them were occasionaliy 
iocoxicated at the same time. ‘hey occupied 
two rooms, one of which was a bed-room sand 
sitting-room.

'“ EDUCATIONAL AND RELIGIOUS. 
IMPORTANCE OF EDUCATION UNDER OUR FORM OF 
GOVERNMENT, 

We are a Repablic whereof one man is as good 
as another before the law. Under such a form 
of government, it is of the greatest importance 
that all should be possessed of education and 
intelligence encugh to cast a vote with a right 
understanding of ite meaning. A large associa- 
tion of ignorant men cannot, for any con- 
siderable period, oppose a successful re- 
Bistance to ‘tyranny and oppression from 
the educated few, but will inevitably 
sink into acquiescence to the will of intelli- 
gence, whether airected by the demagogue or by 
priesteraft. Hence, the education of the masses 
becomes of the first necessity for the preserva- 
tion of our institutions. They are worth presery 
ing, because they have sebured the greatest 
good to the greatest proportion of the popula- 
tion of any form of government yet devised... All 
other forms of goverument approach it jast in 
proportion to the general diffusion of education 
and independence of th onght and action. 

FREE SCHOOLS, WITHOUT RELIGIOUS TEACHING. 

As the primary step, therefore, to our advance- 
moot to all that has marked our progress in the 
last century, I suggest for your earnest 
consideration, and ‘most earnestly recom- 
mend it, tust a constitutional amendment 
be submitted to the Legislatures of the several 
States for ratification, making it the duty of 
each of the several States to establish and for. 
ever maintain free public schools, adequate to 
the education of all the cluidren in the radi- 
mentary branches within their respective limits, 
irrespective of sex, color, birth-place, or relig- 
ion; forbidding the teaching in said schools of 
religions, atheistic, or pigan tenets; and 
prohibiting the granting of any school-funds or 
schoel-taxes, or any part thereof, either by legis- 
lative, municipal. or other authorities, for the 
benefit of any other object, of any nature or 
kind whatever. 

TAXATION OF CHURCH PROPERTY.

Thus 
far ail the resorts of Spain have proved abortive, 
and time has marked no improvement in the 
situation. The armed bands of either side now 
occupy nearly the same ground as in the past, 
with the difference, from time to time, of more 
lives sacrificed, more property destroyed, ard 
wider extents of fertile and productive fields 
and more valuable property constantly and wan- 
tonly sacrificed to the incendiary’s torch. 
WHAT. CONSTITUTES A NATION. 

In contests of this nature, where a consider- 
able body of people who have attempted to free 
themselves of the control of the superior Gov- 
ernment have reached such a point in the occa- 
pation of territory, in power, and in general or- 
lee as to constitute in fact a body politie, 

ving a Government, in substance as well as in 
name, possessed of the elements of stability 
and equipped with machinery for the administra- 
tion of the internal policy and the execution of 
its laws, and prepared and able to administer 
justice at home as well as in its dealings with 
other powers, it is within the province of those 
other powers to recognize its existence as a 
new and independent nation. In such cases 
other nations simply deal with an 
Sctually existing condition of things 
and recognize as one of tae powers of the earth 
that body politic which, possessing the necessary 
elements, has in fact become a new power. In 
„ word, the creation of a new State is a fact. To 
establish the condition of things essential to the 
recoguition of a fact, there must be a people oc- 
cupying a known territory, united under, some 
koown and defined form of Government, ac- 
knowledged by those subject thereto, in which 
the functions of a Government are administered 
by the usual methods; competent to mete out jus- 
tice to citizens and strangers; to afford remedies 
for publicand for private wrongs, aud able to 
assume the correlative international obligations 
and capable of performing the corresponding 
international duties resulting from its acquisi- 
tion of the rights of sovereignity. A power 
should exist complete in its organization, ready 
to take and able to maintain ite place among the 
nations of the world. , 

CUBA NOT YET WORTRY. 

While conscious that the insurrection in Cuba

that the conflict in Cuba, dreadful and devastat- 
ing as are its incidents, did not rise to the fear- 
fal dignity of war. Regarding it now, after this 
lappe of time, I am unable to see that any 
notable success or any marked or real advance 
on ihe part of the insurgents bas essentially 
changed the character of the contest. It has 
acquired greater age, but not greater or more 
formidable proportions. It is possible that the 
acts of foreign powers, and even the acts of 
Spain herself of this very nature, might be 
pointed to in defense of such recognition, but 
now, as in its past history, the United States 
should carefully avoid the false lights which 
might lead it into the mazes of doubifal law and 
of questionable propriety, and adhere rigidly 
and sternly to the rule which has been ita guide, 
doing only that which is right and honest and of 
good report. The question of according or of 
withholding fights of belligerency must be 
judged in every case in view of the particular at- 
tending facts. Unless justified by necessity, it is 
always and justly regarded as an unfriendly act 
and a gratutious demonstration of moral support 
to the rebellion. It is necessary and it is re- 

uired when the interests and right of another 
Goversinent, or of its people, are so far affected 
by a pending civil conflict as to ro- 

uire a definition of its relations to the parties 
thereto. But this conflict must be one which 
will be recognized in the sense of international 
law as war. 

BELLIGERENCE, 
too, is a fact. The mere existence of contend- 
ing armed bedies and their occasional conflicts 
do not constitute war in the sevse referred to. 
Applying to the existing condition of affairs in 
Cuba, the teste recognized by publicists and 
writers on international law, and which have 
been observed by nations of dignity, honesty, 
and power, when free from sensitive, or selfish, 
and uaworthy motives, I fail to find in the in- 
surrection the existence of such a substantial 
political organization, real, palpable, and manifest 
to the world, having the formsand capable 
of the ordinary functions of Government toward 
its own people and to other States, with courts 
for the administration of justice, with a local 
habitation, possessing such organization of force, 
such materials, such occupation of territory, as 
to take the contest out of the category of a mere 
rebeliious insurrection or occasional skirmishes 
and place it on the terrible footing of war, to 
which a recognition of belligerency would aim 
to elevaie it. Lhe contest, moreover, is solely 
on land, The insurrection has not possessed it- 
self of a single seaport whence it may send forth

It would 
give rise to countiess vexatious questions, would 
release the parent Government from responsi- 
bility for acts dene by the insurgents, and would 
invest Spain with the right to exercise the su- 
pervision recognized by our Treaty of 1795 over 
eur commerce oa the hich seas, a very large 
part of which, in its traffie between the Atlantio 
and Gulf States, and between ail of them and 
the States u the Pacific, passes through the 
waters om apolar the shores of Cuba.

at the time, declared by Spain with the deciara- 
tion, nevertnéless, that, at l. future time, they 
would be indispensable. No ntimatiou has been 
received that, in the opinion of Spain that time 
has been reachei, aud yet the strife contimues 
with all its dread horrors, auc all ita injuries to 
the interests of the United Htates and of other 
nations. Each party seemp quite capable of 
working great injury and damage to the other, 
as well as to all the relations and interests de- 
pendeut on the existence of peace in thé island, 
but they seem incapabie.of ruathing any adjust- 
ment, and both have thus far feiled.of achiev- 
ing any success whereby one party shall possess 
and control the island to the exclusion of the 
other. Under these circumstances the agency of 
others, either by mediation or mtervention, 
seems to be the only alternative which 
must sooner or later be invoked for the ter- 
mination of the strife. At the same. time, 
while thus impressed, I do not, at this time, 
recommend the adoption of anymeasure of inter- 
vention.’ I shali be ready at all times, and ds 
the equal friend of both parties, to resnond to 
a suggestion that the good offices of the United 
States will be acceptable to aid in bringing about 
a peace honorable to both. It is due to Spain, 
so far as this Government is concerved, that the 
agency of a third power, to which I have advert- 
ed, shall be adopted only as a last expedient. 
Had it been the desire of the United States to 
interfere in the affairs of Cuba, repeated 
opportunities for to doing have been pre- 
sented within the last few years, bat we 
have remained passive, and have performed our 
whole duty and all international obligations to 
Spalt with friendship, fairness, and fidelity, and 
with a Spirit of patience and forbearance which 
negatives every possible suggestion of a desire 
to interfere or to add to the difficulties with 
which she has been surrounded. 

WHAT MAY BE DONE, 

Tha Government of Spain has recently sub- 
mitted to our Ministers at Madrid certain pro- 
posals which it is hoped may be found to be the 
basis if not the actual submission, of terms to 
meet the tequiremeuts of the particular griefa of 
which this Government has felt itself entitled 
to complain. These proposals have not yet 
reached me in their full text. On their arrival 
they will be taken into careful examination, apd 
may, I hope, lead to a satisfactory adjustment 
of.the question, to which they refer, and remove 
the possibility of fature occurrences such as baye 
given rise to our just complaints, It is uoder- 
stood, also, that renewed efforts are being made 
to introduce reforms in the internal administra- 
tion of the island. Persuaded, however, that a 
proper regard for the inerests of the United 
States and of its citizens entitle to relief from 
the strait to which they have been subjected by 
the difficulties of the questions and the wrongs 
and losses which arise from the contest in Cuba, 
and that the interests of humanity itself demand 
the cessation of the strife before the whole 
istand shall be laid waste and larger gacrifices ef 
hfe be made, I shall feel it my duty, should my

to make a further communication to Congress 
at some period not far remote, and during the 
present session. recommending what may then 
secm to me to be necessary. 

MEXICO. 

The Free Zone, so-called, several vears since 
established by the Mexican Government in cer- 
tain of the States of that Republic adjacent to 
our frontier, remains in full operation. It bas 
always been materially injurious to honest 
traffic, for it operates as an incentive to traders 
in Mexico to supply without eustoms charges 
the wants of inbabitants on this side the line, 
and prevents the same wants from being sup- 
plied by merchants of the United States, thereby, 
to a considerable extent, defrauding our revenue 
and checking honest commercial enterprise. 
Depredations by armed bands from Mexico on 
the people of Texas, near the frontier, con- 
tinue. Though the main object of the incursions 
is robbery, they frequently resalt in the murder 
of unarmed and peaceably-disposed persons, 
and, in some instances, even the United States 
Post-Oftices and mail communications have been 
attacked. Renewed remonstrances upon this 
subject have been addressed to the Mexican 
Government, but without much appareut effect. 
The military force of this Government disposa- 
ble for service in that quarter is quite inade- 
quate to effectually guard the line, even at those 
points where the incursions are usually made. 
An experiment of an armed vessel on the Rio 
Grande for that purpose is on trial, and it is 
hoped that, if not thwarted by the shallowness 
of the river and other natural obstacles, it may 
materially contribute to the protection of the 
herdsmen of Texas. The proceedings of the 
Joint Commission under the Convention be- 
tween thé United States and Mexico of the 4th 
of July, 1868, on the subject of claims, will soou 
be brought toa close. The result of these pro- 
ceedings will then be communicated to Congress. 

VENEZUELA. 

I am happy to announce that the Government 
of Venezuela has, upon further consideration, 
practically abandoned its objection to pay to the 
United States that share of its revenue which 
some years since it allotted towards the extin- 
guishment of claims of foreigners generally. In 
thus reconsidering its determination, that Gov- 
ernment bas shown a jast sense of self-respect 
which cannot fail to reilect credit upon it in the 
eyes of all disinterested persons elsewhere. It 
is to bo regretted, however, that its payments on 
the account of the claims of citizeus of the 
United States are still so meagre in amount, and 
that the stipulations of the treaty in regard to 
the sums to be paid and the periods when those 
payments were to take place should have been 
so signally disregarded. 

FURTHER TREATIES. 

Since my last aunual message the exchange 
has been made of the ratification of a treaty of 
commerce and navigation with Belgium, and of 
conventions with the Mexican Republic for the 
further extension of the Joint Commission, re- 
specting claims with the Hawaiian Islands for 
commercial reciprocity, and with the Ottoman 
Empire for extradition, all of which have been 
duly proclaimed. 

ALABAMA CLAIMS. 

The Court of Commissioners of the Alabama 
Claims has prosecuted its important duties very 
assiduously. It convened and was organized un 
the 22d day of July, 1874, and by the terms of 
the act under whith it was created 
was to exist for one year from that 
date. The act provided, however, that, should 
it be found impracticable to complete the work 
of the Court before the expiration of the year, 
the President might, by proclamation, extend 
the time of its duration to a period not more 
than six months beyond the expiration of the 
one year. Having received satisfactory evidence 
that it would be impracticable to complete the 
work withifi che time originally fixed, I issued a 
prociama!ion (a copy of which is presented here- 
with) extending the time of the duration of the 
Court for a period of six months from and after 
the 22d day of July last. A report made through 
the Clerk of the Court (communicated herewith) 
shows the condition of the calendar 
on the ist of November last, and the 
large amount of work which been 
accomplished. Thirteen hundred and cighty- 
two claims have been presented, of which 682 
had been disposed of at the date of the report. 
I am informed that 170 cases were decided dur- 
ing the month of November. Areuments are 
being made and decisions given in the remain- 
ing eases with all the dispatch consistent with 
the proper consideration of the questions sub- 
mitted. Many of these claims are in behalf of 
mariners, or depend on the evidence of mariners 
whose absence has delayed the taking of the 
necessary evidence. It is represented to me 
that it will be impracticable for the Court to 
finaliy dispose of all the cases before it within 
the present limit of its duration, Justice to 
the parties claimant, who liad been at large ex- 
penee preparing their claims and obtaining 
evidence in their support, suggests a short ex- 
tension to enable the Court to disposeof all of the 
ciaims which have been presented. I recommend 
the legisiation which may be deemed proper to 
enable the Court to complete the work before 1 
J recommend that some suitable provision b 
made by the creation of a special court, as 
conferring the necessary jurisdiction upon 6 
appropriate tribunal for the consideration and 
determination of the claims of aliens agains:

returu for their outlay. Impressed with the 
conviction that the interests not only of tne 
people of the, United States, but of the 
world at, large, demanded would de- 
mand 0 multiplication of such 
means of communication between separated 
continents, 1 was desirous that the pro- 
posed connection should be made, but certain 
provisions of this concession were deemed by 
me to be objectionable, particularly one which 
gave for a long term of years the exclusive right 
of telegrapme communication by submarine 
eable between the shores of France and the 
United States. I could not concede that any 
power should claim the right to land a cable on 
the shores of ‘the United States and at the same 
time deny to the United States, or to its citizens, 
guarantees of an equal right to land a cable on 
ita shores. The right. to control the conditions 
for the laying of & cable within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, to connect our shores with 
those of any foreign State, pertains exclusively 
to the Government of the United States, under 
such limitations and conditions as Congress may 
impose. In the absence of legislation by Congress 
I was unwilling, on the ove hand, to yield to a 
foreign State the right to say that its grantees 
might land amongst us while it denied 4 similar 
right to our people to land on its shores; and. 
ou the other band, I was reluctant to deny to the 
great interests of the world and of civilization 
the facilities of such communication as were 
proposed. I therefore withheld any resistance 
to the landing of any cable on condition that 
the olfensive monopoly-feature of the coneeasion 
be abandoned, aod that the right of any cable 
which may be established. by authority of this 


Government to land upon French territory and 


to conueet with Freuen land lines and enjoy ail 
the necessary facilities or privileges incident to 
the use thereof upon as favorite terms as any 
other company be conceded. As the result 
thereof, the Company in question ro- 
nounced the exclusive privilege, and the 
representative of France was informed that, 
understanding this relinquishment to be con- 
strued as granting the entire reciprocity and 
equal facilities which had been demanded, the 
opposition to the landing of a cabie was with- 
drawn. The cable, under this French ¢nees- 
sion, was landed in the month of July, 1569, and 
has been an efficient and valuable agent of com- 
munication between this country and the Conti- 
nent. It soon passed under the control, how- 
ever, of those who had the management of the 
cable cotinecting Great Britain with this Conti- 
nent, and thus whatever benefit to the public 
might have ensued from competition between 
the two lines was lost, saving the greater facili- 
ties of an additional line, and. the additional se- 
carity in case of accident to oue of 
them. But these increased facilities, and 
this additional security, together ‘with the 
control of the combined capital of ths two com- 
panies, gave also greater power to prevent future 
construction of other lines and to limit the con- 
trol of telegraph eommunication between the 
two continents to those possessing lines already 
laid. Within a few months past a cable has been 
laid known as the United States Direct Cable 
Company, connecting the United States directly 
with Great Britain: As soon as this cable was 
reported to be in working order, the rates of the 
then existing consolidated company were great- 
ly reduced. Soon, however, a break was an- 
nounced in this new cable, and immediately the 
rates of the other line, which had been reduced, 
were again raised. This cable being now re- 
paired, the rates appear not to be reduced by 
either line from those formerly charged by the 
other company. There is reason to believe that 
large amounts of capital, both at home aad 
abroad, are ready to seek profitable investment in 
the advancement of this useful and most civiliz- 
ing means of intercourse and correspondence, 
They await, however, the assurance of the 
means aud conditions on which they may safely 
be made tributary to the gerieral good. As these 
cable telegraph lines connect separate States, 
there are questions as to their organization and 
control which probably can be best if not solely 
settled by conventions between the respective 
States. In the absence, however, of interna- 
tional conventions on the subjeet, legislation 
may secure many points which appear to me im- 
portant, if not indispensable, for the protection 
of the public against the extortions which may 
result from a monopoly of the right of ting 
cable telegrams, or from a combination between 
several lines.

4. A power should be reserved to the two ern- 
ments, either conjointly or to Gach, a8 Tega the 
messages dispatched from its shores, to fl u mit to 
be maintained for the transmission of messages. 

I present this subject to the earnest consider- 
ation of Congress in the meantime, and, unless 
Congress otherwise direct, 1 shal/ not oppose the 
landing of any telegrapic cable which com- 
plies with, and assents to, the polis 
above enumerated, but vill feel it my duty 
to prevent the landing of any which does not 
— — to the first and second points as stated. 
and which will not stipulate to concede to this 
Government the precedence in the transmission 
of its official messages, and will not enter into 8 
satisfactory arrangement in regard to its charges. 

SELFISH CITIZENS. 

Among the pressing and important subjects to 
which, in my opinion, the attention of Congress 
should be directed are those relating to fraudu- 


lent naturalization and expatriation. The United | 


States, with great liberality, offers ita citizenship 
to all who in good faith comply with the require- 
ments of law. These requirements are as am- 
ple and upon as favorable terms to the emigrant 
as the high privilege to which he is admitted can 
or should permit. I do not propose ony addi- 
tional requirements to those which the law 
now demands, but the very simplicity 
and want of necessary formality in our law bave 
made fraudulent naturalization not infrequent, 
to the discredit and injury of all honest citizens, 
whether native or naturalized. Cases of this 
character are continually being brought to the 
notice of the Goyernment by our represente- 
tives abroad, and also those of persons resideut 
in other countries. Most frequently those per- 
sons, if they have remained in this couvtry long 
enough to entitle them to become vaturalized, 
have generally not much over- passed, that 
period, and have returned to the country of their 
origin, where they reside, avoiding all duties to 
the United States by their absence, and claiming 
to be exempt from all duties to the conp- 
try of their nativity and of their 
dence b ged 
ization. 1 is due to this Government itself and 
to the great mass of the naturalized citizens 
who entirely, both in name and in fact, become 
citizens . the United States, that the high 
privilege of eitizenship of the United 
should not be held by fraud or in derogation of 
the laws and of the good nae at ovary 8 
itizen. many Occasions 1 
citizen. On y 8 Vin gh 
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way amenabie. In other eases, naturalized citi- 
zens, immediately after naturalizauon, have re- 
turned to their native country, bave become eu- 
gaged in business, have offices or pur- 


ing, when at once they assert their citizenship, 
and call upon the representatatives of the Gov- 
ernment to aid them in their unjust pretensions. 
It is but justice to all boua-üde citizens thet no 
doubt should exist on such questions, and that 
Congress should determine, by enactment of law, 
how expatriation will be accomplished and 
change ef citizenship be established.

The report 
also shows a complete history of the working of 
the Department for the last year, and contains 
recommendations for refor ms and for legislation 
which I concur in, but cannot comment on so 
fully aa I should like to do, if space would per- 
mit, but will confine myself toa few suggestions 
which I look upon as vital to the best interests 
of the whole people coming within the purview 
of the Treasury, I mean 

SPECIE RESUMPTION. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon this 
question, and I hope Congress may be induced 
at the earliest day practicabie to insuré the con- 
sammation of the act of the last Congress at its 
last session to bring about specie on 
and after the let day of Jannary, 1879, at fur- 
thest. It would be a great blessing if this could 
be consummated even at an earlier day. Nothing 
seems to me more certain than that «a 
healthy, and permanent reaction cannot take 
place in favor of the industries and financial

REVENUE FROM CUSTOMS. 
THE RECEIPTS FROM CUSTOMS 
for the year ending June 30, 1874, were $163,- 
103,833.19, and at the correspondiog date of 1875 
they were $157, 167,722.35, a decline of $5,936, 
111.34, 

The receipts for the first quarter of the cur- 
rent fiscal year were $44,233,626.25, while for the 
corresponding period of last year they were 
$46,651,200.10, showing a decrease of $2,417,- 
573.85, | 

Tor the months of October and November, 
1875, the receipts were $23,936,950.23, aud for 
the same months of last year they were $22,755, - 
811. 

The effect upon the customs receipts of the 
act of Feb. 8, 1875, imposing duties on certain 
articles therein enumerated, and making addi- 
ditions to the free list, cannot yet be stated with 
certainty. Noris it possible, at present, to de- 
termiae with accuracy the effect of the act of 
March 3, 1875, restoring the 10 per centum of 
duties repealed by the act of June 6, 1872. 

The following statement of importations of 
the classes of merchandise chiefly concerned is 
derived from the Bureau of Statistics, and, to 
some extent, serves to show the effect of the act 
of March 3, 1875, on the duties received :

In relation to the 25 per cent increase of duty 
ou sugar and molasses, under the act of March 
3. 1870, 1¢ ie still more difficult to determine tbe 
effect onthe revenue. Owing to the change of 
classification and of drawback on refined sugar 
exported, together with the fact that hardly 
sulicien: time bas elapsed to enable a compara- 
tive statement of much value to bo prepared, 
the increase of reveuue derived trom tue addi- 
tional outy levied cannot be given. ‘ue actual 
increase of duty collected frora the time the act 
took effect, March 3, 1875, to J ue 30, 1875, was 
#2,445,017, bu: how far this inc ease is affected 
by the classification and dra back cannot be 
determined with accuracy. 

Pursuaut to the act of June 18, 1874, admit- 
ting free of duty articles inten led for the Inter- 
pational Exposition of 1576, at PhiJadelphia, 
under sueb regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shali prescribe, Collectors of Customs 
atthe various poris bave been furnished with 
regulations designed to cover the subject in the 
Spirit aud intent of the act. It is hoped that. 
whiie these regulatious WIIl afford ail reasonable 
facilities for the importation of such articles as 
may be consigned for exhibition fromthe vari- 
ous pationalties of the world, they are so guard- 
ed as to prevent frauds upon the revenue by ber- 
sons who, under pretense of being exhibitors, 
may attempt abuses of the privileges accorded 
them. 

The genera! views held and suggestions made 
in the report submitted to Congress in Decem- 
ber, 1874, in the discussion of the tariff laws, 
regarded solely as revenue measures, are still 
entertained, and are referred to now wita the 
added suggestion that experience bas showa 
that when duties are imposed upon any aiticies 
at rates so high as to be almost pronibitory, in- 
jury w dove the revenue be lessening the amount 
of the importation of such articles, besides in- 
ducing a tendency to augment the evil of their 
clandestive introduction. * 

In the collection of duties rpon importations, 
two eyils are chiefly operative to prevent the 
Government from realizing the fuil measure of 
reyvenue—tiret, smuggling; and, secondly, un- 
dervaluation. 

The first of these oviis is more generally prev- 
alent, especially on the Northern frontier, than 
is commonly supposed, the difficulties attending 
a proper surveillance of that frontier, under ex- 
istiug circumstances, being very great, if not in 
some respects insurmountable. Without going 
into full details, it mav be said, by wav of illus- 
tration, that in the four collection districts of 
Vermont, Champlain, Oswegatchie, and Cape 
Vincent, having a frontier line of more than 300 
miles, with eight principal ports or stations and 
forty-one minor stations, after deducting the 
number permanently employed at such principal 
points and four for service in Canada in connec- 
tion with the sealing of cars, there are but fifty- 
nine officers remaining for service at the minor 
stations and as a coast-guard to prevent smug- 
ging. Deducting from this number one officer 
for permanent service at each minor station, 
there remain but fourteen as a preventive force, 
or less thaa one man for every 21 miles of 
frontier, * 

These statistics apply to 1183 of the bor- 
der which offer speedy and direct means of travel 
between Canada and the United States, and 
which, during several months of the year, are 
thronged by travelers of every condition 
and with every variety of object in view, 
from those merely bent on pleasure or legiti- 

te to those whose chief occupation 
is to defraud the revenue. 

Information obtained by the Department, 
from trustworthy sources, renuers it quite cer- 
tain that systematic frauds have been perpe- 
trated by smuggling over the border wines, 
brandy, and other articles of merchandise. Stim- 
lar observations might be made as to other paris 
of our frontier. 

The second general cause which operates to 
prevent the Goverument from receiving its full 
méasure of dues is undervaiuation, a source of 
perbaps greater loss than the direct offense of 
smuggling. This evil is attributable, in part, to 
the devices of dishonest’ importers, in part to 
the finctuations in market values, but more, 
probably, to the defects of the appraisement 

itself. Without disparagement of the 
ase of officers known as local appraisers, many 
of them of long experwnce and the most 
uestioned integrity, it cannot be denied that 
ere 1s Often very great diversity at the differ- 
ent porta regarding tbe classification and valua- 
tion of merchandise. While this diversity some- 
times arises fram an honest difference of opin- 
ion, it may not untrequently happen that there 
is collusive action between assistants or other 
swbordinates of the appraisers and the import- 
era, which, when once begun, is a source of con- 
stant logs to the revenue as well es of iojury to 
bonest merchants.

The first general suggestion prese 
itself by way of remedy for some of the defects 
of the system of isements is an in- 
crease in the number of ral Appraisers, to 
be drawn from the ranks of subordinate officers 
of requisite ability and experience; and, second- 
ly. a consolidation of customs districts, by 
which minor districts would be merged in larger 
ones, thus reduciog the sphere of action of this 
clase of officers, and enabling them to concen- 
trate their efforts to better advantage. 

In connection with the general subject of a 
consolidation of custome districts, it may be re- 
marked that an examination of statistical ro- 
turns from all the districta in the United States 
will show thatin some of them the amount of 

ness is not sufficient to justify 
keeping up the corps of officers whose aggregate 
compensation exceeds the amount of revenue 
collected by them, and who can render adequate 
return only 82 as a preventive or detect- 
ive force, pe of service requires a 
ag mumber of officers to guard exposed 
1ne8 of coast and frontier than existing circum- 
stances will permit. Consolidation of a num- 
ber of districts would facilitate the performance 
of such duties, besides securing a reduction of 
the aggregate expenses. Aud. as auxiliary to 
this, it is recommended that fixed salaries be 
made applicable to all ports and districts, and 
that all officers be required to pay into the 
Treasury all fees, perquisites, and emoluments, 
4 whatever nature or character, received by 

em. 

Another remedy, and the most effective which 
coyld be adopted for correcting the evils of the 
appraisement system, is the substitution, so far 
as practicable, of specific for ad-valorem duties. 
This change would work a great reduction in the 
amount of labor requiring the knowledge of ex- 
perts. The entire process of ascertaining duties 
would be more simple, certain, aud safe. Op- 
poctunity for collusive undervaluation would be 
greatly lessened, and if errors were committed 
they could not, as to specific rates and amounts, 
be accounted for except upon the supposition of 
culpable negligence or actual fraud; whereas, 
in respect to ad-valorem duties, an error of 
judgment may readily be assigned as a sufficient 
explanation. 

Such change, either with or without a decrease 
in the number of dutiable articles, would insure 
a very considerabie reduction of the force at the 
chief ports, with a consequent diminution of ex- 
penses. 

The revised tariff contains thirteen schedules, 
embracing upwards of 1,500 dutiabie articles 
which are either distinctly specified or included 
in general or special classifications. To these 
must be added nearly 1,000 articles not enumer- 
ated, but which, under the general provisions of 
Secs. 2,499 and 2.516 of tue Revised Statutes, 
would be assigued a place ag dutiable either by 
virtue of similitude to some enumerated article, 
or a8 articles, manufactured or uu manufactured. 
not otherwise provided for, making over 2,500 in 
all. Ihe free list contains an ennmeration of 
over 600 articles, thus conatitutiug a total aggre- 
gate of more than 3,000 articies embraced by the 
tariff either as dutiable or free. 

Of articles subject to duty. and either named 
in, or subject to, specific classification by sched- 
ule, 823 pay ad-valorem rates varying from 10 to 
75 per cent ; 541 pay specific duties according to 
quantity or weight; and 160 pay compound or 
both specific and ad-valorem rates. 

The articles to be dealt with under Secs. 
2,499 and 2,516, which, as before stated, number 
nearly 1,000, must necessarily be subject to 
either specific, ad-yalorem, or compound ‘duties, 
but m what proportion it uu impracticable to 
state. 

From this general recapitulation of the fea- 
tures of the tariff with relereuce to the number 
of articles emoraced in it, and the variety of 
rates applicable thereto, to say nothing of ques- 
tions arising under the free list, it is evident 
that every step taken towards perfecting a more 
compact and simple system of duties on imports 
must contribute not only tothe ultimate safety 
of the customs revenue but to its more prompt 
und economical collection. 

But the only sure remedy for the evils of 
smuggling, aod collusive or other undervalua- 
tions, lies at last io the selection and retention 
of faithful aud competent officers, Neither laws 
nor regalations, however stringent or minute, 
will accomplish the desired results without faith- 
ful officers to execute them. 

Reterring to the estimates of receipts and ex- 
penditures for the next fiscal year, and to the ne- 
cessity now existing for the accumulation of 
gold in the Treasury, the Secretary again calls 
the attention of Congress to the effect of the 
act of 1872 repealing the duty on coffee and tea. 
In his last annual report the Secretary expressed 
the opinion that the act admui.ting these articles 
to free entry had been without advantage to con- 
sumers in this country, but that the duty re- 
pealed had been added to the cost abroad. The 
repeal of duty has been followed by increase of 
export duty in the countries of production, and 
this increase is paid by consumers. Subsequent 
consideration of the subject has confirmed the 
views heretofore expressed, and the Secretary 
recommends restoration of the duty on the arti- 
cles in question. Being imvorted in large bulk 
the duty is easily collected. and the opportuni- 
ties for fraudulent introduction are comparative- 
ly slight. 

During the fiscal year 1875 the cost of collect- 
ing the revenue from customs was reduced more 
than halfamillion of dollars per annum, by 
dropping from the rolls in the various customs 
districts a considerable number of officers and 
employes, and by reducing the salaries of others. 
which are not fixed by law, bat are under the 
contro! of the Secretary. 

There has been « failing off in the aggregate 
amount of fines, penalties, and forfeitures con- 
nected with the customs, which constitute a part 
of the appropriation for the expenses of collect- 
ing the revenue from customs. The amount re- 
ceived from that source. for the first quarter of 
the current fiscal year is only $28,521.75, and it 
is estimated that for the entire year the amount 
will fall about $900,000 below the sum received 
from the same source for the fiseal year 1873. 

In view of this decline, further reduction of 
expenses has recently been made at the rate of 
a little more than $1,000,000 per auuum, which 
secures à decrease of nearly $600,000 for the ro- 
mainder of this fiscal year. Whether the reduc- 
tion can be maintained without danger to the 
revenue remains to be determined. The power 
of the Secretary, however, does not extend be- 
yond the appropriations made vy Congress, and 
it is bis purpose, as well as his duty, to keep the 
expenses within the amount authorized by law. 

A detailed statement of the various sums of 
money refunded under the provisions of the 
act of March 3, 1875, and other acts of Congress 
relating to the revenue, together with copies of 
the rulings under which repayments have been 
made, has been prepared, and may be found in 
the tables accompanying this report.

INTERNAL REVENUE, 
THE REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL 
REVENUE, 


herewith transmitted to Congress, presents fully 
the condition of this branch of the revenue. 
with estimated receipte for the remainder of 
this fiscal year. and explains, as fully as can now 
be done, the effect of the act of the last Con- 
gress upon receipts from the tax on distilled 
Spirits and tobacco. 

The following tabular statement shows the 
comparative receipts, from the various sources 
of internal revenue, for the fiscal years ending 
June 30, 1874 and 1875, respectively : 
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This table is made up from the reports of oo. 


lections made to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, which include commissions on sales 
of stamps paid in kind, aud therefore do not 
enter into the actual cash receinta of the Treas- 
ury. They include, also, sums reported as col- 
lected but not actually paid into the Treasury at 
that time. Hence there is an apparent discrep- 
ancy between the totals here shown and the ag- 
gregaie amount deposited on account of internal 
revenué as shown by warrants covering the same 


into the Treasury for the fiscal year. 
Tne receipts from internal revenue for the 


first quarters of the fiscal years ending, respect- 
ively, June 30, 1875 and 1376, were as follows:

The aggregate receipts for the months of Oc- 
tober and November, of the current year, were 
619, 638.907. 19, while for the same months of 
last year they were 817.476, 202.99, showing an 


increase of $2,162,704.20. 

Since the last annual report to Congress fifty- 
six collection districts have been abolished dy 
consolidation with other districts, with an osti- 
rated annual saving to the Government of about 
$170,000. 

During the past fiscal year frauds of unusual 
character and magnitude were discovered in this 
branch of the service, which appear to have been 
carried on with more or less injury to the reve- 
nue for several years past. The report of the 
Commissioner sets forth in detail the manner in 
which such frauds have been perpetrated, and 
gives the estimate of that office of the amount of 
probable loss to the revenue, with suggestions of 
modifications of the law deomed essential to more 
certain collection of the tax on distilled spirits. 
The attention of Congrees is invited especially 
to that feature of the report. The recommenda- 
tions made therein for modification of the law 
with a view to the prevention of like frauds in 
future, are concurred in by the Secretary, and 
commended to the consideration of Congress. 
So long as it is necessary to maintain @ tax on 
distilled spirits amounting per gallon to three or 
four times the cost of production, it may be ex- 
pected that the great temptation to avoid pay- 
ment of the tax, on at least a part of the pro- 
duction, will excite the cupidity of producers, 
and that every poasible device for evasion will 
be used. Each gallon of spirits that escapes 
payment of tax increases by so much the profit 
to the producer. It cannot be denied that a tax 
imposed for revenue purposes is regarded 
many persons as a harsh exaction from the citi- 
zen, to be thwarted if possible, or that viola- 
tions of the punitive provisions of revenue 
statutes are looked by many 
as venial offenses. But necessi- 
ties of Government, including maintenance 
of national faith, imperatively demand the 
closest coliectson of all the revenues levied by 
law; and, besides, due regard for the interest of 
those who meet bonestly and promptly the do- 
manda. of Government upon them, in this 
respect, requires that all others shali be made to 
bear their proper share of such taxation. Every 
evasion of tax by dishonest persons must 
eventually increase the burdens of honest tax- 
payers. These considerations should induce 
every citizen to render proper aid to the Gor- 
ernment in its efforts to collect the revenue, by 
giving information of violations of law and of 
frauds on the revenue, which may come to his 
knowledge; but experience shows that few are 
willing to give such iuformatlon unless they can 
receive direct pecuniary compensation. 

When recenily it became known that the Gov- 
ernment was losing a large part of the revenue 
due from distilled spirits, it was found extremely 
diflicult to obtain exact or satisfactory imforma- 
tion as to the method of perpetrating the frauds, 
or to ascertain, with reasonable certainty, who 
were the guilty parties. It was obvious that 
frauds on the revenue were being extensively 
practiced, and it was equally cloar that this could 
not be successfully done, under existing pro- 
visions of law, without guilty connivance or psr- 
ticipation by inferior officers, and at least culpa- 
bie negligence on the part of others of higher 
grade. 

lo the opinion of the Seccetary, the circum- 
stances seemed not only to justify but require 
a resort to means other than those in ordinary 
use for detection by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. Accordingly, the appropriation for 
detecting and bringing to trial sad punishment 
persons engaged in counterfeiting, and for de- 
tecting other frauds upon the Goveroment, was 
drawn upon for this purpose. The Solicitor of 
the Treasury, who is charged with the proper 
use and disbursement of that fund, was directed 
to inquire into the alleged frauds on the revenue 
in the matter of distilled spirits, and was in- 
structed to spare no proper effort to detect the 
guilty parties, and furnish their names, with the 
evidence against them, tothe proper officers of 
the Department of Justice. This duty was en- 
tered upon with energy, and, after the existence 
of conspiracies and combinations to defraud the 
Goveroment was developed, the investigation was 
continued, in co-operation with officers of Inter- 
nal Reveoue, and resulted ‘n the certain detection 
of frauds on the reveoue of more than ordivary 
sigvificance. Under the direction of the Com- 
missioner of Interval Revenue, the investiga- 
tion bas been pursued with commendable en- 
ergy and zeal. A considerable number of offi- 
cerg of internal revenue have been found to be 
in guilty collusion with distillers and rectifiers 
in fraudulent practices, whereby large sums 
were lost to the revenue. The evidence thus 
acquired having been reported to the proper dis- 
trict attornevs, bas resulted in a large number 
of prosecutions for conspiracy, duplicate use of 
stamps, and other offenses. So far as these 
prosecuticus bave been completed, they have. 
with few and comparatively unimportant excep- 
tious, *esulted in convictions. A large number 
of distiliers, rectifiers, and subordinate officers 
of internal revenue, bave pleaded guilty to in- 
dictments against them, thus confessing their 
offenses, and thrown themselves upoo the mercy 
of the court. 

Besides the institution of criminal proceed- 
ings, civil suite have been brought upen t he 
bonds of officiais and of distillers; distilleries 
aod spirits have been seized as forfeited to the 
United States for viclations of law; and, where- 
ever the evidence wazranted, assessments have 
been made against distillers for delinquent taxes 
and placed in the hands of Collectors, with in- 
structions to collect by process of law. Urgent 
applications have been presented for the com- 
promise of many of the cases, but it has been 
deemed better for the interest of the Govern- 
ment to allow all of them to take the usual 
course in the courts; hence all such applica- 
tions bave been denied. 

The Secretary considers it important to the 
future collection of the revenue, that all parties 
engaged in persistent and systematic frauds 
shail be visited with the severest penalties of the 
law. To this end instructions have been repeat- 
edly given to officers of internal revenue and 
others in the service of this Department, to 
render all proper assistance to the officers of 
the Department of Justice in the prosecu- 
tion of the cases now pending, and in the de- 
tection and punishment of such guilty parties 
as have not yet been indicted. It is deemed of 
especial importance that officers of the Govern- 
ment who have betrayed their trust, and engaged 
in frauds on the revenue, shall be brought to 
speedy and condign punishment. Those who 
are intrusted with official duties and responsibili- 
ties should be given to know that the Govern- 
ment will not deal lightly with them when they 
prove to be guilty of corruption in office. . Tax- 
payers cannot be expected to deal honestly with 
the Government when its own trusted officers are 
permitted to participate ip frauds on the revenue, 
without incurring swift and certain puawhment. 
The highest guaraoty for the faithful collection 
of revenue is in the vigilance and integrity of 
officials. This gnaranty can be secured only by 
careful selection in the first ſustance, by retaiu- 
ing in office such as have proved their efficiency 
and honesty, and by prompt dismissal and vig- 
orous prosecution of suchas have been found 
faithicss.

THERE I8 LITTLE CHANGE 
in the proportion of the foreign carrying trade 
transacted in foreign vessels, about 74 per cent 
of imports and exports, during the last fiscal 
year, having been carried in foreign vessels sa 
against about 72 per cent for the preceding year, 
and 76 per cent for the fiscal year 1872. 

The Register of the Treasury reports the total 
tonnage of vessels of the United States to be 
4,853,732 tons. an increase of 53,080 tons over 
that of the fiscal year ended Jone 30, 1874, ex- 
clusive of the canal-boat tonnage, amounting to 
about 48,000 tons, exempt from enrollment and 
license under the act of Congress appioved 
April 18, 1874. 

The actual increase is believed to be about 
141,878 tons, this amount being the excess of 
gains over losses during the year; but this ag- 
gregate has been reduced to 53,080 tons (the in- 
crease first above mentioned) by omitting the 
tonnage of the exempted canal-boate, and by 
corrections of tonnage returns, about 40,000

REVENUE MARINE. 
THE PAST YEAR IS THE FIRST 
of the administration of this branch of the pub- 
lic service with the advantage of the completion 
of the reorganization begun four years ago. 
The improvement resulting from this reorgani- 
zation more than equals all that wae anticipated. 
The report of the Commission which proposed 
the plan does not indicate that any other benefit 
was expected than a reduction of the expenses 


of the service. This result shows, however, not 


only a considerably larger reduction than was 
anticipated, but the attainment of à much high- 
er degree of efficiency than characterized the 
service in former years. The Commission esti- 
mated the annual cost of maintaining the ser- 
vice, when the reorganization should be accom- 
plished, at $943,630. The expenditure of the 
last fiscal year was $397,899.56, an amount con- 
siderably lower tham that of any previous yoar 
since separate accounts of expenditure for the 
maintenance of this service have been kept, and 
about $300,000 lees than tae average aunual ex- 
penditure previous to the beginning of the reor- 
ganization. 

Ove of the chief means by which this reduc- 
tion has been accomplished is the substitution 
of small and ewift light-draught steamers and

last fiscal year, exclusive of the expenditure for 
the establishment of new stations, was $163,- 
204.52. 

It appears from the reports of the Superin- 
teodents that during the season of 1874-75 
(from Nov. 1, 1874, to Nov. 1, 1875) 82 vessels 
have been driven asbore within the limits of the 
operation of these stations, baving on board 975 
souls, and valued, with their cargoes, at $2,607,- 
722. The life-saving apparatus was used at 44 
wrecks, and 468 persons were actuaily brought 
ashore by it, while more or less assistance was 
rendered in most of the other cases. Of the 
property imperiled $1,756,475 in value was 
saved. Sixteen lives and 1,247 of property 
were lost. Seven hundred and twenty-six days 
of shelter were afforded at the stations 

219 shipwrecked Fourteen 

persons who perished were lost 

from the Italian bark Giovanni,“ wrecked at 
Peaked Hill bar, Cape Cod, in the severest gale 
known to that coast for many years. This disas- 
ter is the first resulting in great loss of life 
which has occurred since the present system of 
conducting the service was established. A thor- 
ough investigation was directed to be made into 
the circumstances of the catastrophe, which 
— that no fault attached to the service, but 

the loss of life was wholly due to the fact 
thatthe persons upon the wreck were beyond 
the reach of any known means of assistance 
from shore. To extend the range of the means 
of establishing effective communication between 
the shore and 8 ed vessels in cases where 
life-boata are not available, so as to protect 
the few ints upon our coasts where ves- 
sels are liable to strand beyond the reach 
of the means now in has been and 
still is an object of special endeavor. 
Some of the most experienced officers cona 
with the service, aided by skilifal officers de- 
tailed from the ordnance corps of the army. 
and the beet manufacturers of ordmanee, are 
engaged upon the problem, and it is grati 
to state that their experiments give promise 
success. 

The following is a statement of disasters to 
vessels which have occurred within the field of 
the operations of the service since the adoption 
of the present system in 1871, and the results of 
these disasters. It should be observed that 
during the season of 1871-72, the service was 
limited to the coasts of Long Island and New 
Jersey, aud during the seasons of 1872-74 to 
Cape Cod, Long Island, and New Jersey:

LIGHT-HOUSE SERVICE. 

THE LIGHT-HOUSE ESTABLISHMENT, 
which is the largest in the world, and whose 
charge embraces ocean, lake, and river lines of 
unequaled extent, steadily increases in useful- 
ness to commercial and maratime interests. Dur- 
ing the past year it has estabiished seventeen 
lighthouses aod 280 beacon-lights on the West- 
ern rivers, togetber with twenty-one buoys. The 
present number of aids to navigation in the 
United States is 622 light-hoases, 23 light-ships, 
45 fog-signals, 358 day-beacons, 280 river-lighte, 
and 2,880 buoys. 

Since the date of the last report the Light- 
House Board, in view of the fact that mineral 
oil is coming into use in France and England for 
light-house illumination, has made, through its 
scientific members, extensive experiments in the 
mineral oils of this country ia order to ascertain 
whether a suitable material of home production 
can be had for this purpose. The experiments, 
so far as prosecuted, induce the belief that a 
proper mineral oil can probably be obtained 
from our own manufacturers, and perhaps at 
considerably reduced expense. Its introduction

Claims against 
the Government should not be valid for wey iol 
time than this, and there are strong reasons for 
requiring ‘them to be presevted in a shorter 
time. But a better and more effectual remedy 
for the evil would be the enactment of a law re- 

uiring all such claims to be presented in the 

nited States Circuit Courts of the districts 
where they arise, by proceedings in the nature 
of suits against the United States, under such 
limitations and restrictions, both as to the right 
to institute the suit and as to the mode of pro- 
cedure, as Congress may see proper to impose.
